CHAPTER 261.

AN ACT to amend an act entitled, “an act to in-
corporate the Slavanska Lipa Association of
Manitowoc.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Section 2, of chapter 504, of the
private and local laws of 1866, is hereby amended
by striking out the word, “five,” where the same
first occurs in said section, and inserting in lieu
thereof, the word, *‘ten,” so that section, when
so amended, shall read as follows: Section 2.
The said corporation shall have power to contract
and be contracted with, to sue and be sued, to im-
plead and be impleaded (with), to answer and be
answered unto, in all courts of law and equity in
this state; to have a common soeal, and to renew
and alter the same at pleasure; to have, acquire,

urchase, receive, possess, hold, convey, sell, trans-
fer and enjoy property, real and personal, not ex-
ceeding in value ten thousand dollars, and to
rent and otherwise lawfully dispose of the same
at pleasure.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
